The chairman of the United States railroad 
board says that in industrial controversies there 
is a distinct movement backward toward the 
jungle. That is, not an occasional and sporadic 
outbreak of violence, but “systematic, organized 
use of force.” To characterize this as “ civil war- 
faze,” he declares, is no exaggeration, and he 
asks: “Did it ever occur to you just how many 
of the earmarks of civil war the recent shop strike 
bore? The blockade, the siege, Bombs, firearms,

authority, ail-were there.” And he points out that 
oné reason why strikes on railways and other 
public utilities cannot be conducted without 
violence is ‘‘ because the organizations in substance 
ané@ effect teach that violence is justifiable.” 

We have then, as Chairman Hooper quite cor- 
rectly phrases it, a return to the jungle, a challenge 
to our system of order under law, which the 
gation, if it is to remain civilized, must meet. 
This issue is Obscured by partisaniam and by 
sentimental humanitarianism. We cannot afford 
to allow it to be obscured at all, whether by selfish 
interest or by altruistic sentiment. It is an igsue 
more fundamental than the interest of any class, 
however oppresved, however deserving, for there 
is ho progress without peace and no peace which 
We can accept save peace within and by the law. 
Bo recognize this issue and to respect it is not 
to ignore the claims of labor, the injustices done 
labor, the aspifations of labor for better conditions.

with those of the United States. 

That makes a closer alliance wise for both coun- 
tries. Such an alliance should begin with the 
breaking down of economic barriers. Economical- 
ly the continent should be one. When we realize 
that our economic interests are common, it can be 
one. It ought not to be hard to convince either 
Canadians or Americans that these interests are 
common, and that the economic relationship be- 
tween the dofninion and the United States is 
inevitably closer than that between the dominion 
and the United Kingdom, or any other unit in the 
British commonwealth of nations. 

Last year we bought $305,422,177 worth of goods 
from Canada while the United Kingdom was buy- 
ing $300,363,193 worth of goods. We sold $516,105,- 
107 worth of supplies to Canada while the United 
Kingdom was selling $117,134,576 worth. And that 
despite the fact that our tariff barred various im- 
'ports from Canada and influenced Canadians to 
buy from England. 

We could do better than that, and Canada could 
do better than that with reciprocity.

TAKES THIRTY YEARS TO 
SOBER UP NATION. 

S has been said in this column a 
great many timés, a nation re- 
quires about thirty years to sober 
up. It will not be until about 
the middle of this century that the fu!l 
effects of the prohibition amendment 
will show themseives. l am assuining 
that none of the efforts being made will 
succeed in breaking down the efficacy 
of this amendment. foe 
A study made in Chicago institutions 


by Gerty shows that Chicago is far 


from being sober. In the psychop<-thic 
hospital the number of cases of men- 
tal disturbance due to alcoholism or 
acting as a cause of alcoholism has 
been markedly on the increase since 
1920. By the end of 1922 the propor- 
tion of such cases was almost up to 
the proportions of 1917, the number 
being 574, as aguinst a 1917 rate of 790. 
The history of the institution showed 
a considerable decline in 1918; a steady 
decline in 1919 and 1920, and a rapid 
increase in 1921. While the figures for 
1922 are not given, the essayist gave 
the impression that the 1922 rate was 
practically as high as that of 1917,

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LAWS FOR WOMEN. 
Chicago, Feb. 25.—TuHe Triscuns this 
morning noted a difference of opinion 
among women as to cértain legislative 
measures. Perhaps it is well_to under- 
stand who stands for what. The Illinois 


League of Women Voters is asking for 
jury service for women, eight hour day 
for women workers, representation of 
women on party committees, appropria- 
tion for educational aid for maternity 
and infancy and other definite and dis- 
tinct improvements in sta®ites. Other 
great state organizations like the Iili- 
nois Federation of Women’s clubs, the 
Ilinois Women’s Christian Temperance 
union, the Woman's Tradé Union league, 
the Republican Woman's organization 
and the Democratic Woman's club are 
stressing some of these and are not op- 
posing the’ others. 

There is another much smaller group 
called the Woman's Party, which has 
secured introduction of a bill which to a 
casual reader may seem innocuous, for it 
| Provides, “ Women shall have the same 
|Tights, privileges, and tmmunities under 
the laws of this state as men,” and “ this 
act shall be construed as abrogating in 
every respect the common law disabili- 
ties o&f women, etc.” 

But really, what right would it give 
women and what disability remove? 
About 90 or 95 per cent of married wom- 
en’s disabilities have heretofore been 
removed by Illinois legislators and if 
any yet remain the legislators must be 
shown exactly what they are. If jury 
service is a right or privilege or immu- 
nity and {ts denial a disability, why not 
say ‘“ Jury service” right out loud and 
let every legislator vote on that specific 
| question? 

The broad and general wording of the 
bill might, in some states, do less harm 
than in Illinois. Here while granting 
women many rights, we have taken legal 
cognizance of the fact that the mothers 
and future mothers of the race need cer- 
tain safeguards or their offspring wil! be 
so enfeebled as to become public charges. 
It is not best to have all our laws treat 
women and men alike. 

What about our ten hour law for 
women? Would it not be claimed, as it 
is claimed, that it interferes with 
woman’s right to freedom of contract? 
If this proposed measure swept away 
‘our ten hour law, it would also repea! 


our laws forbidding women to work in 
mines and on streets and would make 
women eligible to military service with 
the “ males” who now are the only per- 
sons eligible. 

Mothers’ pensions and the proposed 
state care for poverty stricken expectant 
mothers would also fail because no pro- 
vision is made fof @xpectant fathers. 

These “blanket equality bills" cover 
more than {is wanted in some cases and 
less than {fs desirable in others.

Defeated Lawmakers

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Spe- 


cial.]}—-Some’ members of congress are 
considering the advisability of amend- 
ing the rules of the senate and house 
respecting the privileges of former 
members of the floor because of the 
growing practice of lame ducks who 
engage in lobbying for various in- 
terests with respect to legislation.

Appeal by Olander. 

“There is a studied attempt,” Mr. 
Olander said, “ to get over the idea that 
the working women are opposed 16 this 
méasure. Thesé letters of protest are 
not the expression of the sentiment of 
the signers. The industrial survey of 
1918 showed the advantage of shorter 
hours on productivity and on infant 
mortality. The efficiéney engineers 
under Herbert Hoover have demon- 
strated that more than 60 per cent of 
the waste in industry is due te poor 
management by employers.” 

“The arguments against this bili | 
are the same as those used against the 
ten how day. Industry was to be 
ruined. There are certahh employers 
who cannot see any benefit {in changes. 
They are living in civil war days.” 

May Be.a Compromise. 

Controversy over this bill has 
reached a point where compromises to 
nine hours a day afe being suggested.
